The Finnish 
radio announced tonight that Fin- 
land had declined an Invitation 
and stated that a communliiue was 
expected to be Issued later Umlght. 

Of the bon-particlpatlng coun- 
tries, Czechoslovakia hod said earlier 
this week she would attend the 
conference, but last night announced 
she had changed her mind because 
"acceptance of the Invitation might 
be construed as an action against 
the Soviet union." 

Whole Cabinet Approvea 

The announcement In Prague sold 
the entire cabinet had approved the 
decision. The cabinet had been In 
session six hours afUr a telephone 
call from Communist Premier Ele- 
ment Oottwald In Moscow. Oott- 
wald night before last saw Soviet 
Prime Minister Stalin.

Special Report Set 
On 'State-of-Nation' 

WASHINGTON, July 11 (/P)— President Truman today 
decided to send congress within the next 10 days a special 
mid-year report on the economic outlook, including the 
possible effect of John L. Lewis' new coal wage gains on 
living costs. Preaidential Secretary Charles G. Ross said 
this was decided at a meeting of Mr. Truman with his cab- 
Inet. He said the consensus of the meeting was that there 
has been "a tendency to exaggerate the importance of the 
coal settleihent on the overall wage picture." 
■^"Of course, if prices should go up as a result, that would 
a matter o{ concern," Ross added. Edwin G. Nouree^ 
, ifidutt^ the Presldenfa 
uneiljiffF eoonomie adviaen, 
tead tff the cabinet a memor- 
andiuh on the state of the na- 
tion's business, based or 
the council's continuing re- 
■eat-ches. 
Ross said the cabinet felt It would 
>e a very useful thing to put these 
findings out for the benefit of con- 
gress and tho country." He added 
that he does not know whether 
there will be White House recom- 
mendations for legislation In con- 
necUon with the finding. 

Decllnea Oocmnent 
Ross would not confirm reports 
that the council still expects, as It 
did In March, that a business down- 
turn threatens, and that a notice- 
able decline In oonsumera* dispos- 
able Inootne will have an adverse 
effect on Jobs and production when 
present record-breaking exports fall 
off. 

Ross also would not confirm re- 
ports that the council advised Mr. 
Truman the new coal wage agree- 
ment Is not far out of line with the 
16-cent "pattern"' eatabllshsd by 
other unions this spring, and that 
It need not necessitate large In- 
creases in Uin price of steel and other 
TOal-dependent products.

11,000 Acres Burned 
In Fire at Minidoka 

MINIDOKA, July 11— Grazing service crews today were 
still patrolling a range fire that charred 11,000 acres of 
good grazing land east of Minidoka yesterd^ afternoon 
and evening. 

J. A. Keith, Shoshone, district grazier, said the fire was 
under control by midnight last night but that crews are 
being maintained at the area to prevent any outbreaks. He 
explained that a high wind is 
still sweeping the area and 
that there Is a possibility of 
the fire getting out of con- 
trol again. 

The rire atarted aboiit 1:60 p. m. 
yesterday and It took 60 Ilrcllghters 
from the grating service offices In 
Shoshone and Burley to control the 
blaze. The blaxe started Just east 
of Hawley, which Is located eight 
miles east of Minidoka. 

The range fire Is the largest one 
reported In Magic Valley this year. 
A range fire east o( Bupert July 1 
covered 10,000 acres. Water tanks, 
large tractors and other heavy 
equipment was used In fighting the 
'■fe. 

Olaxence Barney, Buricy grazing 
service fire dispatcher, said the blaze 
la what Is known as an overtime fire, 
explaining that term aa meaning a 
fire which la burning at 10 a. m. of 
the day following tho one during 
which It started. 

Barney said his office had held 
between M l^ld 70 Mexican farm la- 
borers tn reserve to fight'the blue. 
Originally It had been tilumed to 
send them to the scene Friday morn- 
ing, but the fire dispatcher Indlcst- 
ed those plans wore dropped when 
large numbers of ranchers volunteer- 
ed to help bring the lire under con- 
'-ol.

Assessment Law 

"Has all of your property been 
assessed for 1B477" Is the question 
asked by County Assessor Goerge 
A. Chllds. who continues, "If not. 
please get In touch with your county 
assessor immediately to avoid a 
penalty." 

Going Into more deUU. the asscs- 
.^r quoted the following section of 
a law passed by the last session of 
tha legislature: 

"Any owner, or agent of any 
owner, who shall faU or refuse to 
make any statement required under 
the provision of the Act, or Title 
61 of the Idaho Code AnnoUted as 
amended, or who shall make any 
false statement or who shall remove 
or suffer to be removed any such 
personal property on which Ux has 
not been paid or where provlstons 
for securing the payment have not 
been made shall be guilty of s m^a- 
demeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof ahaU be fined In an amount 
of not more than 1300 or by Im- 
inisonment In the county Jail tor 
not loss than 30 days and nor more 
than six months, or shall suffer 
both such fine and Imprisonment; 
provided that any person making a 
false statement under oath shall be 
guilty of perjury." 

The assessor iMrtlcularly directed 
the attenUon of operators ot new 
buslneatea to the above provisions 
of law. He pointed out that mer- 
chandise stock may be assessed 
upon a basis ot three-qusrUrs. one- 
half, or one-quarter of a year, de- 
pending upon when the goods were 
received.

AN ILL-TIMED STRIKE 
At the risk of being repetiUous. It might 
be well to recall a little recent history In 
connection with the current strike of the 
Industrial Union of Marine and Shipyard 
Workers (CIO). • 

In 1944 President Roosevelt called for a 
program to keep our merchant marine up to 
date and our shipbuilding Industry alive. The 
navy approved the program. So did President 
Truman in December. 1945. Shortly after- 
ward congress appropriated lunda to carry it 
"out. Then, a year ago, Mr. Truman canceled 
the program for reasons of economy. 

Later the President appointed an advisory 
committee to study the industry's problems 
and see what, If anything, the government 
could do about them. ThU committee has 
not yet made Its final report. 

Under present plans there will be only six 
merchant ships under construction by the 
first of next year. 

This situation quite naturally Is bad news 
lor shipyard workers as well as for their em- 
ployers. So on June 19 the shipyard workers, 
union took a full-page advertisement In the 
Washington Post to tell the public that "the 
I American shipbuilding program Is virtually 
iltopped right now." 

m Here are some quotations from the adver- 
Busement: "Within 10 years, America may be 
'.r the only major nation in the world with an 
» 'old* merchant tle«t. 

"Why do j?e need new ahlpa now after all 
the ihlpa we built 'to win the war?" The 
.answer is very, simple. Our wartime merchant 
ships were designed for war, not for peace. 
Those ships were obsolete the day they were 
built . . . It would cost more _ to use those 
ships today than to dispose of them. 

"Wfe didn't build pauenger ships 'by the 
thousands' during the war ... We didn't 
build fast cargo ships during the war. So we 
must build them now ... If there Is any 
further delay ... the small core of trained 
men ve still have left. In both management 
and Iftber, will disappear Into other indus- 
tries." 

A great factor in shipbuilding's present 
difficulties Is cost— material and labor cost. 
It takes about half again as much money to 
build a ship In the U. S. as It does to build a 
comparable vessel abroad. Figures for March 
show the average hourly earnings of Ameri- 
can shipbuilding employes to be $1.41, as 
against a $1.34 average for all durable goods 
Industries In the same month. 

Yet in the face of high costs and disap- 
pearing business, the Bethlehem workers 
(with an average hourly wage of $l.B3) went 
on strike one wee'k after the union ad ap- 
peared. 

It strikes us that the dual program of ap- 
peal and walkout la oddly conceived and 
oddly timed. With no prospect for future 
business at present, higher wages would 
have to be met by higher subsidies from a 
congress that Is averae to more government 
spending. It Just doesn't seem to make aense. 



SPLIT POLITICAL PERSONALITY 
The split personality of communism In this 
country Is pointed up by a provision In the 
new labor law which In effect mnken It Illegal 
for a Comniunlst to hold office in a labor 
union, 

As things stand now a Communist, while 
barred from union office, may theoretically 
hold public office. Communist candidates 
for President received votes In 37 statM in 
1032. In 34 states In 1030, and In 24 four years 
later. 

The courts of some fllaicH have held that 
calling a person a Comniunht can constitute 
libel. It is not libelous to call a man a Repub- 
lican In the deep south, or a Democrat In 
Vermont. Yet thn Comniunl.tl, like the Demo- 
crat or Republican, belongs to a legUlmale 
political party which can nominate candi- 
dates and, If It can persuade enough voters, 
elect them, 

Well, what Is the Communist party? Is It 
an organization which owes allegiance to 
and lakes orders from a foreign power, and 
which ticukn tu overthrow the United Stales 
government by force? Or is It a legitimate 
political group operating within the struc- 
ture of our Boveriiment, obeying the require- 
ments and enjoying tho protection o( our 
state and national laws? 

The onswer to both questions is yes— un- 
less one chooses to disregard all the available 
evidence which siipporU the first question. 
So what is to be done about It? 

Secretary of Labor Bchwellenbach's sug- 
testlon that the Communist party be out- 
flawed has gained no headway. The chief 
f argument against it Is that outlawing would 
•Imply drive the Commiuilstfl to cover and 
mtke them harder to Identify and root out 
of plaoea where they can do great harm. 
Parhapi that Is so. Perhaps party memher- 
■' ihould not be made a punishable of- 
. But It does seem too bad that some- 
can't be done to and the silly fiction 
ttlf CommunlsU are no different from 
lOld-^pe minority parties which, while 
'Wa, are generally well-meaning and 
Me, 





TUCKER'S NATIONAL 

WHIRLIGIG 

COURT— The supreme court, u reorsuiUed by 
President TYuman ind Chief Justice Fred Vlnso^ 
hu shown greater iympslhy for extension of tbi 
tederkl governmenl's authdrlty Uisji even lt£ R^oie- 
velUsn predecensors. according U> an analysis of 
decisions handed down in Its IMS-IMT term. This may 
be a surprise to laymen, but It li no news to dis- 
tinguished lawyers and llUgants ranging from John 
L. Lewis to Caesar PelTlllo, 

The Jurists have not spread themselves so spec- 
tacularly as did the FDR tribunal when It belatedly 
approved the devaluation of the<dol- 
lar, allotment payments to farmers, 
central controls over Industry and 
the exchanges, and other new deal 
refonns. , . 

But those were only depression 
[panaceas, and they did not obtain 
the court's sanction until alter 
Chief JusUce Charles Evans Hughes. 
V/i\n an attempt to ward off White 
' House blows, persuaded hia reluc- 
tant associates that discretion was 
the better part ol Judicial valor. 

a*r iwW FEDERALIZATION — What the 
court has done la to settle historic and important 
disputes Involving labor, states' rights, the utilities, 
the railroad* and the use of local taxes in favor ol 
the federal government as against economic and 
political groups at odds with the theory of federaliia- 
tlon. It is quite probable that some ot Its more lar- 
reachlng. decisions will be overturned by successor 
bodies. 

In view of tha tribunal's present makeup, lis current 
complex should cause np surprise. Whereas pre- 
Roosevelt members were drawn from the ranks of 
state and federal Jurists, corporation lawyers and 
friends ot politicians, today's supreme court has seven 
members dratted from congress or federal posts. 
Only one member— Justice Rutledge ot Iowa— had 
previous training on tho bench. 

THEORY— Three members — Me&srs. Jackson, 
Murphy and Reed— held top Jobd In the department of 
Justice. The tint two had been attorney generals, 
and Mr. Reed had served as solicitor general. Three 
—Messrs. Vinson, Black and Burton— had been mem- 
bers at congress. Justice Douglas had headed tho 
securities and exchange commission. Felix Frank- 
furter had been a member ot the Roosevelt "brain 
tru.1t." 

, It U not lurprlslntt, therefere, thnt these men 
should subscribe to the theory of a strong, central 
government. 

PHILOSOPHY— The Vlnsonians showed no favorit- 
ism or discrimination in their federal awashbucklng, 
hitting both the big and the little tellows In labor, 
several ot the greatest states In the union, and even 
placing householders in peril o( an FBI Invasion ot 
their domiciles. Here is a brlel summary of opinions 
supporting the federalist philosophy: 

(1) With Chief Justice Vinson writing the warning, 
lhay held that the TT. S. hae the power to break 
a coal strike threatening the national economy, even 
if It requires the plastering of a t3JtlO.OOO fine on 
John U Lewis and the United Mine Workers. It was 
tt)D first antl-Ubor decision the court had handed 
down In yean. 

(3) H ruled that the U. S. holds title to valuable 
oil Udelands. which may also ' conceal other rich 
mlnsrali. This Judgment antagonised the top ottlcials 
and pollttclans of Pacific, Oulf and Atlantic sUles 
reacbing ai far north as the Carollnas, where they 
are now boring for petroleum on the advice ot eminent 
geolofiats. 

POWER— (3) The 8. O. decided that (he Interslste 
commarea commission has the power to revise rail- 
road rates to try to equallu shipping costs between 
the various sections of the nation, and thus strike 
down allegedly artificial schedules established for 
ttii benefit of a few eastern corporations. ThLt opin- 
ion may lead to a complete and drastic overhauling 
of the nallon'a railroad rate structure. 

(4) Mr. Vinstm'a brave men declared that the fer- 
era! power commission acting under the Interstate 
elaun of the o'onitltuUon. has the right to pass upon 
tilt "end use" of natural gaa. petroleum and other 
uurcei of energy. This decision has provoked the 
introduotlon of congressional meaBUre.^ to override the 
supreme court— a legislative veto. In other words— and 
to restrict the authority of the federal agency. 

COURSt— (S) The aupreme court federalists may 
have stubbed their IS toes when they gave an entirely 
new meaning to the tearch-and-setiure act. They held 
that J. Edgar Hoover's FBI agents, although they 
discover no evidence of the crime for which the 
search warrant waa Issued, may icramble through 
the house and use material found in the general and 
unwarranted inspection for the prosecution of an 
entirely different offense. 

Measures to put tho court back on the course mark< 
ed by the Magna Oharta, the DeclaraUon ol Indend- 
enc* and the consUtutlon have bean Introduced In 
both house and senate. Thiy will undoubtedly pata 
with a whoop. 

FCATHER-DKDDINO— <a) Tha antl'Petrillo decision, 
ot course, won and melted the hearts of radio listeners, 
theater-toers and Jasi dancers. It meant that the 
musicians' fasther>beddlni cfar cannet force op«r< 
atorp of entertainment epets to hire and pay stand-by 
orcheauu. 

Few M. C,'» who voted for l)ia measure thought tha 
supreme court would uphold the statute, tor it was 
nbvlously directed against « single Individual. But 
nobody will sponsor a bill lo override the caurt 
queelion,

Piir 10 years China has been ■ batlleiround, and the 
peopln show tho etfeotfl, 'Iliey ate exhausted, hungry

communists, have botti sjiuriied nffera which would 
tiBve meant peace, BotJi huve chonen to ronilnue a civil 
war which revolves mora around political |x>wer and 
person alltles than Ideals. 

No matter what order* are passed down from the 
I'm, no matter how many "programa" are put Into 
rftact, the Ohineae people cannot tMcnniB tutally 
mobilised. Tlin people of this ancient land are ]unt 
too tired to put hope In anything which calU for a 
further exUnalon ot what already aaems lo be an 
endless war,— Lewliton Tribune.

We aU thought this waa simply 
terrible In Oermany. But when U 
happened In our own countiy, few 
of our people law the parallel. We 
thought the Otrmanf moUvea were 
bad and ttiat the moUvea of our 
own brown shirts were, at least In a 
general way, allntUtlc. 

But, from thb Tery beglnning.i'we 
heard very little dlscuiolOD of the 
real grlerancea of the Oermaps. 
They were arrogant and we dldnt 
like them. They always were very 
inhoopitablB to Immlgranta and par- 
ticularly to eastern Jews. 

We have been Inttospllable to 
Hindus. Chinese and Japanese for 
many yeara. We deport Mexicans all 
the time. But that is our own busi- 
ness. Bo Is erenrbody else's business, 

Those military forerunners of our 
army combat teams were not em- 
ployes of those plants, which they 
attacked. We had adopted a national 
law forbidding employers to import 
strike-breakers across stale lines, 
but this was atrlctly a new deal law 
Intended to cripple the defense and 
tavor Roosevelt's brown shirts In the 
field. 

Therefore the Importation of 
picket teams, and captains and 
colonels of tbe goons, from a front 
In Pennsylvania to a front In Michl' 
or from the commtmist head' 
quarters in New York to any active 
front was not forbidden. The pickets 
were professionals or revolutionary 
ualots who fight for the Joy of 
bloodletting and the exciting sounds 
of frightened or angry cries. hissUig 
Ilames and crashing glasa. Some 
were Just paid mercenaries and free' 
boolers. 

Like Hitler's brown ahlrtA, they 
wore uniforms, too. There are many 
spools of old movies, shot from fac- 
tory windows and places across the 
street, showing the method of those 
riots and showing the uniform fore- 
and-aft caps worn for recognition 
in combat. 

These caps bore a tmlon devii 
and the Officers of the teams wore 
dislinctivc piping dn theirs. It was 
a mllitArlEcd Insurrection. But, in 
Michigan. Frank Murphy, then gov. 
emor and now a Justice of the 
supreme court, flinched In the pres- 
ence of these mobs, or did a quisling.' 

And, in Washington, Roooevelt told 
me all this was Just multiple as- 
sault, multiple disorderly conduct, 
multiple malicious mischief, each 
case to be Investigated and prosie- 
cuted by itself. 

But meanwhile the goona would 
vanish. Then would a small town 
stand the expense of requisitioning 
and deporting (OD defendants from 
Oregon. Cslifomla and New York, 
and thi cost of legal Appeslib lust

Prices paid by farmers for feed varied with some products lower 
imd others higher.
